Silverstone Circuits Limited has confirmed it 
will not be staging the British round of the 
FIM MotoGP World Championship in 2015. 

It has failed to agree terms with The Circuit of 
Wales (the promoter of the event from 2015). 

Richard Phillips, Managing Director of 
Silverstone Circuits Limited, said: “We have 
invested heavily in the circuit and facilities 
here at Silverstone, specifically to host 
MotoGP, and have developed the British 
Grand Prix into a highly successful event. 

“We wanted to keep MotoGP at Silverstone, 
but cannot afford to subsidise it. 

“We are extremely disappointed not to be 
hosting the event in 2015.” 

The FIM MotoGP World Championship 2015 
will now be staged at Donington until The 
Circuit of Wales which is being built in Ebbw 
Vale, South Wales, is ready. 



Rapist with HIV 
goes on run

A convicted rapist from Northampton 
who knowingly infected a woman with 
HIV has gone on the run after failing 
to appear at court where he was sen¬ 
tenced to 12 years imprisonment. 

Brian Tatenda Shayanowako, 54, of 
Lower Adelaide Street, Semilong, was 


found guilty on Friday at Aylesbury 
Crown Court for inflicting grievous 
bodily harm by transmitting HIV to a 
woman in Milton Keynes between 2006 
and 2010. 

In a previous hearing on August 19, he 
also pleaded guilty to raping and 
assaulting another woman causing 
actual bodily harm. 

During 2002 while Shayanowako was 


living in Slough, he injured the 
woman by pouring boiling water 
over her. During 2003 he raped the 
same victim. 

A warrant has been issued for his 
arrest and international inquiries 
are being made to find him. 

Shayanowako came to the UK in 
2001 and has since lived in Slough, 
Milton Keynes and Northampton.

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One Knight ready to answer England’s call 


REPORTER Lawrence John chats to 
Heather Knight, vice captain of the 
England Women’s Cricket team 
about her role in a new sporting era 



England’s Ashes winning women’s 
cricket team were in Northampton 
this week at the County Ground. 

They were playing their second 
NatWest T20I game against South 
Africa last night, Wednesday. 

Ahead of the match, Vice Captain 
Heather Knight came to town to 
drum up support and get as many 
people as possible to come along 
and watch top flight profes 
sional women’s cricket. 

Since its formation in 
1927, The Women’s 
Cricket Association has 
come along way in less 
than 100 years. 

In 1973, an England 
team took part in and 
won the inaugural 
Women’s World Cup beat¬ 
ing Australia. 

In 1996 Sky Sports transmitted 
live coverage of an England 
Women’s One-Day International for 
the first time. 

And in 2005, England Women 
reclaim the Women’s Ashes for the 



first time in 42 years—and join 
their fellow Ashes winners, the 
England Men’s team, for a victory 
parade in Trafalgar Square attended 
by more than 100,000 people. 

In 2009, England Women win 
the World Cup in Australia—beat¬ 
ing New Zealand in the final by four 
wickets. The team then win the 
inaugural Women’s World T20 
Tournament—beating New Zealand 
in the final at Lord’s watched by a 
crowd of around 15,000 people. 

And in 2014, women’s cricket 
became a professional sport. 

One of those in the vanguard of all 
this change is vice captain of the 
England’s women’s team, Heather 
Knight. 

Heather gained nation-wide rec¬ 
ognition following her exploits in 
the 2013 Ashes series victory. 

She played for Devon as early as 

2005, aged 14, and has also fea¬ 
tured for both the Diamonds 
and Rubies in the Super 4s 
Twenty20 competition. 

Knight was the leading 
run-scorer in the 2009 
Women’s LV= County 
Championship and her 
performances earned her 
England academy inclu¬ 
sion and then a call-up to 
the senior tour of India in 

place of the injured Sarah Taylor 
during February 2010. 

She continued to be an ODI regu¬ 
lar during 2012 and helped England 
finish third at the 2013 World Cup 
in India. 

Knight was named player of the 


series in the 2013 Women’s Ashes 

While many could see her as a 
standard bearer for women’s crick¬ 
et, Heather is more concerned 
about doing her best for her coun¬ 
try. 

She said: “I don’t know if I am a 
standard bearer all I try to do is play 
well for England and take a few 
wickets, score runs and help 
England win games. 

She said: “The squad is excited to 
go professional as a lot of the other 
teams are professional. 

“By being professional gives us a 
lot more time to concentrate on 
cricket and not worry about work¬ 
ing. 


“It means we have more responsi¬ 
bility to perform.” 

Heather who is from Devon start¬ 
ed playing cricket in leagues which 
included men and women. 

She said: “I never played women’s 
cricket and I think I became a more 
technical player. 

“I love playing for England and 
giving it my all when I represent my 
country. 

“There is always a buzz when 
playing for England. 

“I always aim to do well and try to 
achieve my best. 

“There are new challenges around 
every corner which drive me on.”

Five sheep have been killed 
in a field in Burton Latimer. 

Police have launched an 
appeal for witness after the 
animals were found dead in a 
field by the railway sidings in 
Burton Latimer last week. 

It is believed the sheep were 
attacked by a dog sometime 
between 9am and 11pm on 
Wednesday, August, 27. 

A spokesperson from the 
National Union of Farmers 
(NFU) said: “Someone some¬ 
where will have known this 
has happened as their dog 


would have been covered in 
blood. 

“This is something which 
needs to be gripped and if 
you are a dog owner you 
should never trust your 
dog near sheep just to 
be on the safe side. 

“If you have a dog 
then you need to 
keep them under 
control at all times. 

“You only need 
one bad dog to lead 
others on. 

“This could have 
been a case of a dog 
escaping from a house, jump¬ 
ing over the fence and going 


out as it was bored as it was 
not getting enough exercise 
and then this happens. 

“The farmer is within his 
rights to shoot a dog if it wor¬ 
rying sheep but this is 
very much a last 
resort and they 
would always try 
and catch it.”

Hundreds march through town in NHS protest 


Hundreds of protesters marched through 
Northampton town centre on Monday evening as 
part of a national march against NHS cuts. 

A 300-mile People’s March, involving more than 
60 passionate men and women, passed through 
the town at 6.30, an hour later than expected.

Protester Bianca Todd, who organised the 
Northampton leg of the march, said: “The turn 
out for Northampton was fantastic.

The march, which began on August 16, takes 
the same route as the Jarrow March of 78 years 
ago from Jarrow to London. It is all in the aim of 
raising awareness of the privatisation of the NHS. 


‘We will halt care 
home plans again’

Controversial plans to convert a former 
Northampton care home into a block of flats 
have been resubmitted to the borough coun¬ 
cil, despite major opposition from people 
who live nearby. 

The scheme would see the former Lakeview 
House care home in Eastfield, which closed in 
2010, converted into 20 flats. 

This will be the second attempt at convert¬ 
ing the home. In the last application in 
November 2013, the plans were initially going 
to include 28 flats. 

But after a strong backlash from Lakeview 
residents, who want to see the home turned 
into accommodation for the elderly so that it is 
‘in keeping with the area’, and a petition 
signed by 300 people, the application was 
rejected. 

When the Northants Herald and Post con¬ 
tacted Bernard Kelly, the chairman of the 
Lakeview Residents’ Association, to tell him 
that plans have been resubmitted, he said: 
“We are very disappointed. 



“But I can’t say we are surprised because of 
our previous dealings with the developers 
Sustain Renewable LTD. 

“They are just going ahead with the plans to 
do whatever they want without considering 
our feelings on it. 

“But we shall object to it, as we have done 
before, and the fight goes on to stop this hap¬ 
pening.” 

Laurence Wilbraham, of planning consult¬ 
ants Wilbraham Associates Limited, said: “We 
have listened to the residents and have 
decreased the number of flats and parking 
spaces, which is what they wanted.”

the office - but even 
after all that, often, 
you can’t find a park¬ 
ing space at all. 

This can lead to peo¬ 
ple being late to 
appointments, or to 


visit their loved ones. 
In a hospital, this 
could be truly tragic. 

I have put in a 
motion at 
Northampton 
Borough Council 
meeting on 
September 15 asking 
what the we can do to 
help the hospital 
overcome these 
issues. 

Hopefully, the coun¬ 
cil can work proac¬ 
tively with all part¬ 
ners to make sure 
that the residents of 
the town, and the 
users of the hospital, 
are not troubled by 
something as mun¬ 
dane as parking their 
car when, often, they 
have far more impor¬ 
tant things to be wor¬ 
rying about. 

I am certain that all

24 hours in police

Standing in the force con¬ 
trol room at Northants 
Police HQ, it was unbelieva¬ 
ble to hear a member of the 
public who had dialled 999 
to tell the police that her 
mobile phone had ran out of 
credit. 

This was just one of what 
was expected to be around 
1,000 calls made to the police 
in 24 hours on Monday. 

As each call came through, 
a Tweet went out - as it was 
also the same day that the 
force decided to hold a 
‘Tweetathon’ - offering 
Twitter users in 
Northamptonshire an 
insight into life on the police 
force, live from the control 
room. 

From 7am on Monday until 
7am the next day, the force’s 
control room team posted 
tweets, using the hashtag 
#FCR24, to relay the wide 
spectrum of incidents that 
come through from mem¬ 
bers of the public. 

“We did this because we 
wanted to make people more 
aware of what we do here,” 
said Chief inspector Fay 
Tennet, who manages the 
control room. 

“I think there is a miscon¬ 
ception from people that we 


just have a bank of tele¬ 
phones where people are 
picking them up and just 
immediately dispatching 
police officers - but of course 
that is not what happens. 

“We have to make an 
assessment of every 
single call and see 
what the best ser¬ 
vice is that we 
can offer. 

“I would also 
like to see people 
more aware of 
when to dial 999 or 
101 instead, as we 
receive a lot of 999 
calls here that aren’t actual¬ 
ly genuine emergencies.” 

On Monday, there were 
quite a few unnecessary 


calls made to 999. You can 
see some examples of in our 
factbox above. 

When a 999 call comes 
through to the control room, 
the operator will start with: 
“Northamptonshire 
Police, what is your 
emergency and 
where are you?” 

The call handler 
will then contin¬ 
ue to ask ques¬ 
tions, and at the 
same time he or 
she will electroni¬ 
cally go up to the dis¬ 
patch department and 
say ‘Send a police officer 
now’. 

As the call handler then 
continues to ask questions,

Our columnist Tom Reed reflects on Northampton 
Town's last-gasp 1-0 success over Exeter City 

MARC Richards’ last-minute bicycle kick pro¬ 
pelled the Cobblers to a 1-0 win over Exeter 
City at Sixfields on Saturday. Chris Wilder’s 
side were made to earn the points by the 
Grecians and left it late to make a scoring 
impact on the game as they had done against 
Shrewsbury and York. 

Given their financial worries and paper thin 
squad it was surprising that Paul Tisdale’s side 
had the better of the early skirmishes. Yet, with 
the Cobblers failing to press, the Grecians’ 
5-3-2 formation and their own tidy passing 
made them the more effective first-half foot¬ 
balling unit. Chris Wilder went with a 4-4-2 
line-up, preferring Emile Sinclair to Ivan Toney 
as a partner for Marc Richards up front. 
Meanwhile, loanee Joel Byrom started in cen¬ 
tral midfield with John-Joe O’Toole while Ben 
Tozer retained his right-back role. 

For all their possession however, Exeter 
looked vulnerable down their right flank. On 
five minutes Chris Hackett found space to 
deliver a low cross to Sinclair, with the forward 
miskicking his shot. Then, seven minutes later, 
Sinclair fed the rapid Hackett yet his inswing¬ 
ing delivery found no-one in a claret shirt. 


Northampton lacked bite in 
central positions and they lost 
a decent tackier in Lee Collins 
to what looked like a strained 
hamstring after half an hour. 

The defender’s withdrawal saw 
attacking midfielder Lawson 
D’Ath come on at right back 
with Tozer switching to central 
defence. 

In a match where wing-work 
dominated, the Cobblers dis¬ 
played a left flank/ right flank 
imbalance with all of the play 
coming through Tozer/Hackett 
overlaps while southpaw Kaid 
Mohamed preferred to cut 
inside and his left back 
Robertson rarely crossed the 
halfway line. 

With O’Toole off the pace in midfield and the 
Cobblers shadow boxing, Exeter had their best 
chance of the half when a low David Wheeler 
cross deflected off Zander Diamond and over 
the bar via a Matt Duke parry. 

Cobblers’ mascot Clarence the Dragon looked 
nonplussed and the rangy Sinclair took matters 
in his own hands a minute later, controlling the 
ball, knocking it round his defender and deliv¬ 
ering a good first-time cross with Richards 
nowhere. 

Maybe it was Wilder’s game plan to give the 
shot-shy Grecians plenty of midfield ball to tire 
them out as Northampton began to set the 


agenda in the second half. The introduction of 
Ivan Toney on 50 minutes proved the catalyst 
for the Cobblers revival as patient play across 
the Grecians’ box by Marc Richards and a 
peachy Hackett cross saw the 18-year-old go 
close. 

Exeter’s Matt Grimes and Christy Pym 
received call-ups to the England Under-20 
squad this week but Toney proved the eye 
catcher. Kaid Mohamed challenged for Chris 
Hackett’s sixty-eight minute high looping cor¬ 
ner and the ball fell plum for Toney to produce 
an overhead kick which smacked off Exeter 
number one Pirn’s bar. 


Northampton began to turn the screw 
and the relentless Toney should have 
doubled the Cobblers’ lead two min¬ 
utes later when showing brilliant feet to 
shimmy the ball past Exeter’s best 
defender Scot Bennett, only for Pirn to 
save with his feet. 

Not that Kaid Mohamed was to be 
outdone in pace as the Cobblers left 
midfielder began to burn up the pitch 
with long range dribbles. The man 
known as K-MO made the hard yards 
on seventy minutes, finding Toney, 
who fed Hackett with the winger forc¬ 
ing a fine low save from Pirn. 

Exeter had played like a day out in 
Devon, neat, tidy and ultimately forget¬ 
table yet it looked like Paul Tisdale’s 
side would scrape a draw. Step forward 
Ben Tozer and his wrecking ball long 
throw. The Plymouth born defender 
took great pleasure in hurling the ball for Marc 
Richards to finish with a superlative overhead 
kick which had the Sixfields faithful on their 
feet. 

Wilder should have the side in for extra train¬ 
ing on attacking crosses for a forward who can 
command the box and head what would have 
been a hatful against the Grecians. Still, the 
deadline day additions of Ryan Cresswell and 
Ryan Watson have bolstered the squad ahead 
of this weekend’s trip to Dagenham. Travelling 
fans will be forgiven an extra pint at Liverpool 
Street before watching last minute Cobblers 
who prefer to turn up fashionably late.

IT WAS a busy transfer deadline day for 
Northampton Town on Monday as man¬ 
ager Chris Wilder brought in three new 
additions. 

Centre back Ryan Cresswell signed for 
an undisclosed fee from Fleetwood Town 
at around 9.30pm on Tuesday night, just 
one and a half hours before the window 
shut. 

Cresswell began his career at Sheffield 
United before joining Bury in 2008. 

He signed for Fleetwood Town in July 
last year, and made 27 appearances for the 
Fylde Coast team but had only featured 
once for them this season. 

The Cobblers have also signed Leicester 
City midfielder Ryan Watson on loan until 
the January transfer window. 

The 20 year old 6ft lin Watson, who plays 
in central midfield, started his career at 
Wigan Athletic, during which time he had 
a brief loan spell at Accrington Stanley. 

After a successful trial, he joined the 
Premier League side in September 2013 
and has been part of their development 
squad since. 

He made his first team debut for the 
Foxes in this season’s Capital One Cup. 

Meanwhile, going the other way, 
Northampton Town striker Alex Nicholls 
has joined fellow League Two side Exeter 
City on a month’s loan. 

Nicholls recently battled back from a 
horrific leg break against Port Vale in 2012 
that left him sidelined for 20 months. 

But the crowd favourite, who had bagged 
seven goals in 15 appearances for Town 
before his injury, made a miraculous 


comeback in pre-season by scoring a hat- 
trick against non-league Sileby Rangers. 

He was rewarded with a contract until 
January, and his recovery progressed fur¬ 
ther when he played his first competitive 
football match since his leg break in the 
Cobblers’ 3-0 away loss at Bournemouth 
in the League Cup last Tuesday. 

But boss Chris Wilder is keen to see the 
striker get more game time, and has sanc¬ 
tioned a move to an Exeter side who lost at 
Sixfields on Saturday thanks to a last-gasp 
Marc Richards winner. 

Nicholls was named on the bench in the 
game but played no part as Cobblers 
picked up their second win of the season. 
He will help out a Grecians side who have 
been ravaged by a number of injuries. 

Wilder said: “Alex has done wonderfully 
well to get back to where he is now. 

“The next stage for him is to be playing 
regular first team football and this move 
will give him the opportunity to do that. 

“Ryan is a player we have tracked since 
last Christmas. 

“He is an all round good midfield player. 
He gets about the park, he is strong in the 
tackle and he can pass the ball well. 

“He wants to come and play senior foot¬ 
ball and that is a really refreshing attitude. 

“We have tried to bring him in before 
and I am really pleased we have been able 
to get the loan completed now. 

“Thanks to Leicester City for allowing us 
to borrow Ryan, there is a good relation¬ 
ship between the clubs. They know we 
will look after him, he will help us and he 
will also gain valuable experience at the 
same time. 

“I am delighted to sign Ryan Cresswell as 
well. He is a quality defender at this level.”
